WORKSTATIONS  STRATEGY 
REPORT  STRUCTURE  AND  OUTLINE 

REPORT  STRUCTURE 

Workstation  Strategies  is  to  be  the  first  ISP  report  published  in  a 
series  or  segmented  style.     The  objectives  of  this  approach  are: 

Provide  results  to  the  client  faster  and  on  a  more  frequent 
basis  during  the  program  year.      (The   ISP  client  should 
receive  something  from  the  program  at   least  every  t\^o 
months . 

Make  the  content  more  readable   (less  of  an  endurance 
process)   and  more  digestable   (less  material  at  one  time). 

Create  a  basis  for  future  updates/segments  that  are  faster 
to  research  and  publish  -   (this  approach  should  be  used  where 
ISP/INPUT  plans  to  continue  to  monitor  a  topic  for  more  than 
one  program  year).     Report  design  needs  to  consider  how 
future  segments  are  tied  to  the  original  series. 

Support  the  marketing  of  the  report  by  providing  an  overview 
that  can  be  shared  with  the  prospect  without  impacting  the 
sale  of   the  entire  series  after  the  first  segment  is  published. 
And   that  supports  the  sale  of   the  series  after  the 
original /first  segment  is  published. 

Provide  a  thank  you  for  the  interviewees  that  entices 
purchase  of  the  full   report.     But  does  not  create  additional 
workload   to  develop  and  publish.      (The  series  report  format 
does  not  include  an  executive  summary,    but  an  overview  that 
should  meet  the  thank  you  requirement.) 


ISSUES 

How  will  this  approach  be  priced? 

Must  a  customer  buy  all  of  a  series  or  just  a  segment? 

Can  an   incentive  be  offered   to  the  customer  who 
purchases  the  entire  series  prior   to  the  publication  of 
all  of   the  segments.?

Should  the  packaging  of  the  first  segment  include  a 
means  to  attach  future  segments?     (For  example,   a  ring 
binder  concept.) 

Is  this  a  1987  or  a  1988  report? 

The  first  segment   (or  two  segments)   will   be  sent  to 
1987  clients  even  if  it  is  not  published  until  January, 
1988. 
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PROPOSED  SERIES  REPORT  STRUCTURE 


Segment  1 

The  first  report  segment  will   set  the  stage  for  the  series, 
serve  as  an  overview  and  therefore  provide  the   "thank  you", 
a  marketing   tool,   and  a  piece  for  the  press/PR  process.  It 
will   be  more  than  an  Executive  Summary,   and   if  written 
correctly  it  will   drive  demand   for  the  follow  segments. 

The  "Overview"  would  include: 

Introduction  -  what  is  the  subject  and  why  is  INPUT 
reporting  on  it. 

Series  description  -  What  will   be  covered  in  each 
future  segment   (those  already  defined). 

Research  approach  -  research  population  description  and 
research  techniques. 

Issues  -  an  introduction/synopsis  of  the  strategic 
issues  involved  with  the  overall  workstation  topic. 

Summary  data  on  some  of  the  findings  -  for  example, 
list  three  or  four  findings  concerning  the  integration 
of  PCs.     Include  a  few  of  the  tables  from  the  next 
segments;  draw  some  conclusions  but  do  not  analyze;  and 
highlight  some  of  the  views  from  the  vendors. 


Segment  2 

This  segment  would  focus  on  the  quantitive  findings  of  the 
research  and  identify  sub-trends  such  as  the  relative 
populations  of  PCs  and  dumb  terminals;    the   level  and  method 
of  PC  integration  into  networks;   etc. (The  length  of  this 
report  segment  could  be  such  that  that  some  of  the  data 
should  go  in  the  next  segments.) 

NOTE:     SEGMENTS  1  &  2  WOULD  PROBABLY  BE  DELIVERED  TO  CLIENTS 
AT  THE  SAME  TIME.     If  this  is  true  they  might  as  well  be 
bound  together  and  published  as  one  segment.     This  lowers 
costs . 

This  segment  would  include  a  customer  questionaire  to  permit 
reader  involvement. 

Segment  3  (or  2  if  the  first  two  are  packaged  together) 

This  segment  would  address  the  softer  topics/questions  in 
the  survey  and  focus  on  what  lies  ahead  for  the  IS  planners 
and  implementers .     For  example,   had   the  interviewees  thought 
about  integrated  PC/Mainframe  applications  and  what  will 
they  need  to  consider  when  they  do;   or  what  are  the  benefits 


of   having  a  workstation  strategy  and  what  are  the  components 
of   such  a  strategy. 

Strategic  issues  such  as  the  relative  impact  of  a 

significant  distributed/departmental  systems  will   be  discussed. 

This  segment  may  have  Exhibit  problems   (mostly  word 
exhibits)   although  it  can  draw  on  the  previous  reports 
to  some  degree. 

Segment  4 

The  final  segment   (based  on  the  current  research)  will  focus 
on  what  the  vendors  are  doing  in  this  area.     What  are  the 
product  trends,   possibly  some  case  studies/examples,  and 
what  are  the  implications? 

One  section  might  draw  a  comparison  between  the  PS/2  with 
OS/2  and  a  Sun  type  workstation  installation  as  they  are 
projected  to  be  by  1988/1989. 

Another  section  might  compare  an   IBM  based  strategy  with  that 
of  DEC/Sun/Apol lo  type  technology. 

This  segment  would  also  introduce  future  segments  if  they 
become  planned.
